300,000 MEN 

Go Forward Today To lie Trained For 
Battle Against German Autocracy 
-Call For Hundred Thousand 

More Men To lie Issued

Washington, September 18 — Mar- 
shalled for the last time as civilians 
and under civilian authority, more 
than 300,000 men of the national army 
will go forward tomorrow to the six- 
teen cantonments to be trained for the 
battle against German autocracy. 

heir next move will be as fighting 
men toward the battlefields of France. 

The whole nation will be astir with 
the nfovement of the selective forces. 
The men represent approximately 45 
per cent of the total quota under the 
first call from each of nearly 5,000 lo- 
cal boards. Already at the camps Is 
the advance guard of five per cent of 
the total, composed of experienced 
men, Including cooks. Out of this has 
been created a skeleton organization 
into which the second Increment will 
begin to bo absorbed tomorrow with 
little confusion. When the last men 
of this Increment arrive the camps 
will house half of the first call forces 
or 343,500 men and the other half will 
follow as rapidly as quarters and 
equipment are made available. 

In a statement tonight, the War De- 
partment says the enormous task of 
obtaining equipment and supplied for 
the army is moving satisfactorily. 
Some of the men of the national army 
y be only partially equipped for 
some time, after they are mobilized, 
and no attempt will be made to fur- 
nish them with full war equipjment 
until the eve of their departure for 
Europe. Some civilian clothing, such 
as overcoats, will have to be used for 
time, as the clothing industry has 
not yet caught up with Its work. 

With the mobilization of the 687,000 
of the first call under the selective 
service law in progress, the question 
arises as to whether that number of 
men will be sufficient to fill all units 
of the national guard and national 
army. There are Indications that a 
deficiency In men will be disclosed 
when official reporta from all the 
thirty-two training camps are avail- 
able. 

Seventeen divisions of the national 
guard have been organized but with 
the exception of the New York, Penn- 
sylvania and a few others and the 
42nd division which soon will embark 
lor France, they are not at a maxi- 
mum war strength. The fighting 
strength of the seventeen divisions 
under the new tables of organization 
would be 623,000 men, supplemented 
by many thousands of auxiliary 
troops. Whatever deflclencilcs there 
re will be supplied promptly from 
the national army as the guard will 
go first to the front.

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NEEDLES JOY-RIDINO 

This country is consuming crude petroleum at the rate of 335,- 
000,000 barrels a year, and, as the annual product is now only 300,- 
000,000 barrels, the reserve surplus is being exhausted. Production 
must increas or consumption must decrease. As the possibility of the 
former is regarded as doubtful, the latter appears to be a necessity. 
Therefore the Advisory Commission of the Council of National De- 
fense, realizing the need of conservation, has issued the following 
warning: "Pleasure riding should be curtailed. People should look 
upon their automobiles as necessities to be used only when needed. 
Not a gallon of gasoline should be used in the present emergency 
except for some useful end." 

Many thousands of Americans, in response to Mr. Hoover's ap- 
peal, are now using less wheat. Hour than formerly. This is a harder 
task than the cutting down of the consumption of gasoline by cur- 
tailing more pleasure riding, for all over the country pleasure riding 
is done to excess. All necessary uses of the automobile could con- 
tinue, even regular family pleasure outings might not be interrupted, 
and still the consumption of gasoline could be greatly cut down if ex- 
cessive and needless joy-riding could be checked. There are thou- 
sands of car owners who are unwilling to stretch their legs in order 
te do an errand two or three squares away. There are hundreds of 
thousands of young folk who joy-ride the whole evening throughout 
the open season. They may be seen dashing ceaselessly around in 
every town of this country, and the observer often wonders when 
their prodigeous appetite will be appeased. A vast saving could be 
accomplished without hardship to any one, and even with benefit as 
a result of variation in amusement, if the victims of immoderate joy- 
riding could be induced to heed the appeal. 

IS HOOVER AN ALARMIST? 

From day to day we hear through bulletins from .Mr. Hoover of 
the various forms of shortage that threaten us. Some people are sick 
of hearing from him. The do not believe things are so bad after all. 
and they do not want to hear anything so unpleasant, even if true. 

Few precedents throw much light on the situation. Food and 
supplies became very scarce in the confederacy, and they rose to sen- 
sational figures here in the North, even if we make allowance for the 
depreciated currency in which they found measurement. Hut that 
was a small war in its drain on world resources and world reservoirs 
of accumlated wealth, by comparison with the struggle of which we 
have now become a part. 

The law of supply and demand seems to re-enforce the Hoover 
idea. Eggs, for example, are not in the control of a great trust ; two 
thirds of the familiies of the land con keep hens if they so desire, 
and probably an equally large fraction can raise the food with which 
to feed them. And yet we see the price of eggs, and we hear what 
shrewd observers say of the effects of killing off hens on egg prices 
in the near future. 

This war is proving a serious strain on the productive capacity 
of the human race. The diversion of energy and man-power for mili- 
tary purposes is diminishing the yield of the fields. What shall we 
do — believe Hoover and get along with half a loaf today, or go con- 
fidently forwar, in the expectation that, all will he well, and await 
developments? We could answer more intelligently if we knew when 
the war would end, although we shall, in any event, be years in re- 
covering the old l«velfl in the several reservoirs out of which the 
world lives.— Boston Herald. 

A RECORD TO BE PROUD OF 

Under our republican form of government, with the public free 
to criticize and Congress free to talk ad infinitum, charge and coun- 
tercharge, wrangling and delay, are inevitable. Yet patriotic citi- 
zens need not be discouraged, for the spectacle of what has been 
done is more imposing than the spectacle of what remains undone. 
The record of what has been definitely accomplished since April 
fi is amazing, establishing a record far beyond that of the earlier 
periods of our previous wars. The successful war loan, the great 
gift to the Red Cross, the registration of ten million young Ameri- 
cans, voluntary enlistments increasing the regular army, navy and 
National (luard from 300,000 to about 800,000, the dispatch of our first 
contingents of troops to France within forty days after the order 
was given, are only a few of the achievements, and. with the com- 
pletion of the business of the great draft, the passage of the food 
control and aviation bills and the adjustment of the Shipping Board 
difficulties, the list of actual performance in so short a time will be 
record-breaking indeed. 

In a review of the record of the firs| three months the impartial 
Army and Navy Journal finds only words of praise and enthus- 
iasm, although it covers a wide field of activity. It says, for ex- 
ample, that "in mitcri:i! accomplishments we have set up a record 
before the world ol which we may well be proud," and it is especial- 
ly gratified that military experts, not "political generals," have been 
in command of the great undertakings. 

A few pacifist Congressmen, German spies and secretly pro- 
German organizations, societies financed with German money, and the 
very limited number of sincere but addle-pated " non-resisters. " with 
their endless stream of talk, their disloyal publications in German, 
their peace conventions, their efforts to block legislation and ham- 
string the government, can encourage Ormany, protract the war and 
kill thousands of men needlessly, but they can not turn the American 
1« from their purpose or ehange the final outcome.

ASSESSMENT OF "IS- 

HU NT AGAINST WHEAT 



It lias bean brought to the atten- 
tion of the United Slates Department 
of Agriculture from several sources 
that, in certain parts of the country 
whore thil year's crop of wheat is 
row being moved, the country grain 
dealers arc assessing the farmers a 
discount against all wheat purchased, 
contending that such assessment is 
mandatory by reason of the official 
grain standards of the 1'nited States 
for wheat under the Tutted States 
?rain standards Act. Apparently the 
contention on the part of the coun- 
try grain dealers is based upon the 
Item "dockage" contained In the of- 
ficial standards. Krom information 
received by the department it appears, 
however, that the discount Is actual- 
ly an arbitrary assessment In the in- 
terest of the buyers, and Is neither on 
the basis of the official standards nor 
required or contemplated by the Act 
or the regulations thereunder. 

The primary purpose in the estab- 
lishment of the official grain stan- 
dards of the United States was to 
provide a basis whereby parties to 
transactions involving the purchase 
and sale of grain shipped or deliver- 
ed for shipment in interstate or for- 
c\sn commerce might, through being 
able to obtain a correct application 
of such standards, arrive at the ac- 
tual value and make setlement ac- 
cordingly. The standards for wheat 
do not provide for any arbitrary as- 
sessment for dockage. They do pro- 
vide for the determination of the 
amount of sand, dirt, weed seeds, 
weed stems and certain other matter, 
called dockage, which actually may 
be present in a lot of wheat, the 
amount of which, If in excess of one- 
half of one per cent by weight is to 
be stated in terms of the actual per- 
centage as a part of the grade desig- 
nation of the wheat. This Is called 
the dockage system of grading and 
has been in use for many years In the 
northwestern States prior to the 
adoption of the official standards. 

The transactions in question appear 
to be purely local, not Involving in- 
terstate commerce, and are perhaps 
conducted in a way not within the 
prohibitions of the Act Nevertheless, 
the Department of Agrlcalture Is In- 



vestigating the matter and will be 
ulud to have any facts which may be 
of value It will do everything in Its 
power to bring about the discontinu- 
ance of misrepresentation based on 
the Act or the standards thereunder.

A wuniliig to Amwlcun fariuerg 
not to bo mM«d, i» their zeal for In- 
creased wheat production, Into plant- 
ing abnormally ulgh-prlced seed for 
which extravagant olaimi are mode, 
hag Just been Issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

"Wheat Is attracting, at the pres- 
ent time, greater attention than per- 
haps ever before, owing to Its com- 
parative scarcity and high price and 
the necessity of sowing a large acre- 
age this fall," says the department 
state. "As might be expected, there- 
fore, various persons are offering to 
the public, varieties that they de- 
scribe a3 far superior to the kinds 
now being grown. These varieties 
are usually given some catchy name 
and extravagant claims are made for 
them. 

"An example of this kind Is the 
Alaska, or Seven-headed wheat that 
was exploited a few years ago. The 
backers of this wheat did not get very 
far with It, however, as the Post Of- 
fice Department issued a fraud order 
and their business came to a stand- 
still. This type of wheat having a 
large, branched head has been offered 
at high prices to the people of thiB 
country many times under one name 
or another. Records concerning It 
go back more than a hundred years. 
Just now another exploitation is 
threatening under the name 'Titanic' 
This type of wheat with branched 
heads should be left strictly alone by 
the farmers of the country. 

"A favorite scheme employed by 
those having wheat for sale for which 
they wish to obtain exhorbitant prices 
is to claim that their variety requires 
but a small amount of seed per acre. 
A peck of seed, twenty pounds and a 
half bushel per acre, are amounts fre- 
quently mentioned. Of oourse the 
claims of maximum yields from these 
small seedlngs are not substantiated 
by fact. Only on dry lands or under 
very special conditions is the seed- 
ing of as little as even 45 pounds per 
acre of wheat advisable. On nearly 
all of the wheat lands of the country 
It is more profitable to sow from a 
bushel to two bushels of seed per 
acre than to sow less than a bushel. 

"The United States Department of 
Agriculture has shown In previous 
publications that the claims of maxi- 
mum yields obtained from sowing one 
or two pecks to the acre of the wheat 
known as Stoner, Miracle, or Marvel- 
ous are not substantiated by experi- 
ments. Safe rules in the case of all 
wheats for which such claims are 
made are first to sow as much as has 
been found profitable with other var- 
ieties in the neighborhood, and sec- 
ond, not to pay high prices for the 
seed 

"Radical claims of high yields are 
made for some varieties of wheat. It 
it= not uncommon, in advertising a new 
variety for an unscrupulous or unin- 
formed promoter to claim yields four 
or five times that of the average yield 
of the country. Claims as high as 16 
or more times the average yield have 
been made in special cases. Such 
claims are absurd and no one need 
be misled by them. A well-bred var- 
iety In the section to which It is 
adapted may yield a few bushels 
more than the varieties being com- 
monly grown. Very seldom, indeed, 
can a doubling of the yield be ex- 
pected. 

"Buying seed grown at a great dis- 
tance from home is another thing 
that wheat growers should be on their 
guard against. No wheat grown and 
bred for California conditions, for In- 
stance, no matter how good for Cali- 
fornia, lias been found adapted to the 
country east of the Rockies. Cali- 
fornia adapted wheats do not suc- 
ceed east of that State. Neither would 
the wheat adapted to the Atlantic 
('cast or the Mississippi Valley suc- 
ceed in California. In short, home- 
grown seed should lie ined unless the 
State aerifultura! experiment Minion 
or the United 8tates Department c' 
Agriculture advisei otherwise."

New York, September 17 — Vice 
President Marshall, speaking here 
tonight at the Golden Jubilee Cele- 
bration of Scottish Rite Masons, 
urged a deeper sense of American 
obligation in the war. In the belief 
that the United States could never be- 
come Involved In European politics, 
he said, the question of dual citizen- 
ship was not raised until the war in 
spite of the great tide of Immigration. 

"No one ever doubted the loyalty 
to the flag of all these people, wheth- 
er foreign born or the sons of for- 
eign born," said the Vice President. 
Our Isolation made it Immaterial to 
us whether there was any difference 
between loyalty and patriotism, and 
we did not face the question until it 
became of moment. 

"The years drew us closer and 
closer to Europe In the ties of com- 
merce and In the friendly relations of 
travel. More and more we became a 
part of the world; and suddenly a 
mad monarch, drunk with military 
power and crazed with the idea that 
he was divinely ordained to rule the 
world plunged Europe Into a war so 
awful that all wars which had preced- 
ed paled Into insignificance. 

"Still we stood by our ancient Idea 
of isolation, but in two years and n 
half we discovered that there wbb n 
vast difference between loyalty and 
patriotism. The hearts of men flamed 
up very largely in response to the 
blood that flowed in their veins. Psy 
triotism showed Itself as dependent, 
not upon place of residence nor politi- 
cal ideas, but rather upon hereditary. 

"Patience at last was exhausted, 
and there was nothing for a self-re- 
specting people to do, If their repub- 
lic was to be true 'to its traditions 
save to engage in the war on the side 
of democracy. 

"I do not care to engage In any 
hair-splitting, although there seems 
to be discussion as to whether this 
war is being waged 'to make the 
world safe for democracy' or 'to make 
democracy safe for the world.' Of 
course, it was meant by the President 
when ho spkoe of making 'the world 
safo for democracy' of making it Bafe 
for real democracy. 

'"We all know that liberty Is noi li- 
cense, nor democracy demagogy. We 
all know that the world can not he 
made safe for murder and arson and 
pillage and anarchy and everything 
for which the syndicate and the I. 
W W.'s may stand ; and we know also 
that such things as these can not be 
made safe for tho world.

RUSSIA PREPARES 

To Stand Firmer AgaJml EiiomlcH— 
Slav Kepuhlic Suld to Hare He- 
covered in Ureat Measure 
From Internal Troubles. 
Conference ut Mohllej 
To Deelde Fate 
of Korniloff. 



New York, September 18— Russia, 
having recovered in a great pleasure 
from the effects of recent internal dif- 
ficulties, is preparing to make a firm- 
er stand against the common enemy. 
It Is announced that the leadership 
of the Russian armies has been reor- 
ganized and that the frultition of re- 
formative plans In the armies them- 
selves Is expected shortly. 

Premier Kerensky and the war and 
the marine ministers in the cabinet 
have gone to Mohilcy, Russian great 
headquarters to confer with the mili- 
tary leaders. They also will see Gen- 
eral Korniloff and his leading aides 
In the recent revolt. Whether Korni- 
loff, the leader of the summer often 
sive in Galicla this year is (o suffer 
the supreme penalty for his act prob- 
ably will depend upon the result of 
the conferences at Mohlley. 

The Russian northern army, which 
has made some progress toward driv- 
ing the Germans back to the Dvina 
Hne in the Riga region, on Sunday oc- 
cupied several German positions be- 
tween Pskoff and Riga. On Monday 
the captured Teuton defenses north- 
east of Frledrichstadt, south of Riga 
In Its official report, Berlin makes 
no mention of activity in this region. 

General Steherbatcheff, commander 
on the Rumanian front, lias carried 
out ' successfully an offensive move 
meut In the Stu hitza valley, north- 
west of Foksani. A section of the for 
tilled Austro-Gcrman defenses near 
Varnitza were occupied by the Rou- 
manians. Germnn attacks in the 
I'antziu region, to t lie southeastward, 
were repulBed. 

Raids continue on the northern and 
of the western front, with both the 
British anil the Germans as the ag 
gessors. Berlin, however, mentions 
no Infantry activity on the front of 
Crown Prince Ruppredht of Bavarda. 
The artillery and aerial activity on 
the western front remains intense. 
From NIeuport to near Arras and es- 
pecially in the Yprcss sector, the op- 
posing guns are showing increased 
activity. 

In two efforts against the French 
positions on the Aisne front the Ger- 
man crown prince again has met with 
failure, Near the Mlette river on the 
Neufcvhatel road, the Germans reach- 
ed the French advance lines, only to 
be thrown out again. In Champagne 
and on the right bank of the Meusc 
the artillery fire has been more spir- 
ited.
